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If There Were 


No Communism 


If communism were to disap- 
pear overnight the problems pro- 
duced by Africa, Latin America, 
and the Middle 
East and Europe 
would remain. 


They would, to 
be sure, be easi- 
er of solution. 
Efforts to resolve 
them would not 


and frustrated by 
Soviet sabotage 
in and out of the 


But every single problem grow- 
ing out of nationalism, release 
from colonialism, escape from 
feudal governments, dictatorship, 
the pressure of landless peoples 
and the wretched ones of earth 
searching for a way out of their 
plight, would remain. 


These difficulties are the more 
dangerous and complex because 
of Soviet skill in exploiting them. 


We, the United States and the 
Western countries, suffer from the 
fact the Russians can send in, as 
they offer to do, technicians and 
“teams” of managers and ex- 
perts. We cannot. It is one of the 


deplorable facts of our national | 


life that we do not have an ex- 
portable surplus of doctors, tech- 
nicians, teachers and agricultural 
experts. 


National Shortage 


In most of these fields we have 
a national shortage. The result 
has been that many of those 
whom we have sent abroad in gov- 
ernment work have not been ade- 
quately prepared. This explains 
many of the failures and crack- 
ups of foreign personnel and pro- 
vides material for books such as 
“The Ugly American.’ This nov- 
el, while it unjustly indicted much 
of our foreign representation, was 
truly based on the history of some 
few of the worst who have turned 
up in U.S. embassies and in tech- 
nical groups sent abroad. 


But what neither this and other 
books like it, nor investigating 
congressional committees have 
done is to be honest and point 
the accusing finger at the funda- 
mental guilt. And.that is our sys- 
tem which has not trained or edu- 
cated enough persons to represent 
us in this peaceful, vital capacity. 


The United Nations has 
vided a tremendous amount of as- 
sistance in public health, child 
care, engineering, management 
and construction, 


But in late years the manpower 
supply has thinned. 


Now, with the new African na- 
tions independent, and others on 
the way, there is a vast, largely 
uncomprehended need for experts 


to national sovereignty are not 
ready for it. They readily admit 
being dangerously short of trained 
personnel. The Belgians, like the 
Dutch, had not built up, in their 
colonial possessions, a basic bu- 
reaucracy such as the British did 
in their Asian and African colo- 
nies. The Belgians, even more 
than the Dutch in Indonesia, made 
the tragic error of a quick pull- 
out. 


Chaos in Congo 


The United Nations is confront- 
ed with a defiant Katanga in try- 
ing to bring order out of the chaos 
in the Congo. 


The United States is there try- 
ing to provide most of the im- 
mediate needs. We have done bet- 
ter than usual. The African states 
in general approve U.S. and U.N. 
policy in the Congo. But the So- 
viets, as usual, prowl and inter- 
fere, threatening and promising 
armed interference. They also of- 
fer to replace the U.N. with their 
own teams of technicians and in- 
dustrialists. The U.S.S.R., with 
cynical hypocrisy, has refused to 
help through the U.N. 


The United States owes a very 
considerable debt to U.N. repre- 
sentative Ralph Bunche. He has 
carried a load probably not fully 
understood or appreciated by his 
own countrymen. Because he is 
an American Negro, and hence a 
colored man, he has been able to 
win hearings and the confidence 
of colored peoples in the Middle 
East, and now in Africa, that could 
not have been done by any other 
American. 


A measure of his success may 
be had from the fact that the So- 
viet Union, irked by Ralph 
Bunche’s successes, has publicly 
attacked and smeared him. 


The next president of the United 
States might do well to fill the va- 
cancy to be caused by Ambassa- 
dor Lodge's anticipated resigna- 
tion by appointing Ralph Bunche. 

But who would then do the 
trouble-shooting?

To Visit Us Again 


Nikita Khrushchev again has the urge 
to visit this country and this hemisphere. 
Having been invited to Cuba, where the 
propaganda harvest will be great, he has 
no hankering to return quickly to Mos- 
cow when there are other opportunities 
around to take the headlines from the 
American political campaign. 

The Russian Premier is insisting that 
the meeting next month of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly be turned into a summit 
conference on disarmament. He hints that 
whether it is or not, he will head the So- 
viet delegation. 

Word comes, too, that communism’s 
chief peddler wants to impose himself 
upon Mexico next month, using the 150th 
anniversary of that country’s independ- 
ence as an excuse. From Havana and 
Mexico he would harangue all Latin 
America about Yankee warmongers and 
imperialism. From the U.N. forum he 
would gain maximum coverage for some 
flashy and impossible disarmament pro- 
posals. 


It was a year ago when Khrushchev, 
after wrangling an invitation to visit this 
country, bombarded our people and the 
world with offers of “peaceful coexist- 
ence” and friendship. He offered also “to- 
tal disarmament” but no formula to carry 
it out. Turned out his “peaceful coexist- 
ence” is the same old dish—the absence 
of war on Soviet terms. 


After his recent behavior, Khrushchev 
will be as welcome in this country as 
smallpox. And with the possible exception 
of Cuba, the same goes for other countries 
of the Western hemisphere.

Is Fact City Can Face 


Hughes Spalding Pavilion for private 
Negro patients operates under an intri- 
cate arrangement with Grady Hospital. 

The present budget argument be- 
tween the two is part of a delicate web 
that can be torn if handled clumsily. 
Good men on both sides are trying to 
sort it out sensibly, and we hope thcy 
will. 

One part of the budget argument is 
indicative of the difficulties. Spalding 
board members, challenging Grady fig- 
ures that show a Spalding deficit, ob- 
ject particularly to being charged $60,- 
000 annually for the cost of 10 indigent 
patients. 

Grady has beds for these 10 non- 
paying Negro patients. But Grady pro- 
vides the patients to Spalding in order to 
give clinical experience to Spalding’s Ne- 
gro interns. The $60,000 cost accom- 
panies them and is charged against 
Spalding. 

For its part, Spalding would prefer 
to have its Negro interns practice with 
Negro patients in Grady itself, and asked 
for such a policy last year. Permission 
was refused. Provision of the 10 in- 
digent patients to Spalding was an al- 
ternative the Negroes regarded as second 
best for their interns. To be charged 
now with a $60,000 deficit for an un- 
desired substitute irks the Spalding board 
understandably. 

The city needs trained Negro doc- 
tors. It would be good sense, in keeping 
with Atlanta’s intelligent tradition, to re- 
move barriers that impede training of 
Negro interns.

we Jor ai about electors. When the country was first formed our 
leaders felt the elite, and not the common man, ought to have the 
biggest say in picking a President. So instead of just counting the 
common man’s vote, they left it to each state to give the state's 
whole vote to a little bunch of men called electors. _ 

As the country grew, the idea of leaving elections in the hands 
of these elite electors failed. As a Georgia old timer, J. Roy Me- 
Ginty, wrote in The Calhoun Times the other day, “That plan didn't 
work, and the party system was developed, under which the electors 
were morally if not legally pledged to the party nominees. 


We would have been better off if we had just done away with the 
electors then. They are now as surplus as socks on a rooster in this 
age when we do our own voting. But you know how history is. Once 
we have a tradition we hang onto it, so we still pass our votes for 
president through the hands of electors as a sort of honorary cere- 
mony. As Mr. McGinty says, they now are “morally if not legally 
pledged” to hand along our vote to the vote counters exactly as we 
Oa. Col. Bloch is legally right. Legally we have never amended 
our state constitution to force these electors to honor our vote for 
the party nominee. We've just naturally depended on them to do it. 

Since it looks as if we can't depend on them any more, we had 
better amend the state constitution so as to force them by law to 
do what we had depended on them to do by conscience. That is, to 
let the people elect the President, and to keep their elite hands off 
of our cotton-picking votes.

I 
haven't been busy. Just distracted and disorganized and procrastinating. 


While I was sitting there 
smarting and wondering how I 
could possibly excuse the unan- 
swered mail on my desk my 
eyes automatically followed the 
next line of the lady’s letter. 
And she wasn’t talking about 
me at all! She was talking gen-

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Bluebirds Are Happy 
As Lovebirds Again 


By JAMES SHEPPARD 


Bluebirds in Georgia aren't singing the blues. 

With an assist from the stork, they have had a successful 
mating season in Georgia, helping save their species from disaster. 

The National Audubon Society reported Wednesday that the 
limited number of Eastern bluebirds that had survived heavy late 
winter storms in 1959 were struck down by record-breaking cold 
last March. 


POPULATION ON CLIMB AGAIN 


Experts said the birds, a perennial favorite known as “‘the bird 
of happiness,”’ have become so scarce as to be almost totally ab- 
sent throughout much of its normal migratory range. But the 
Georgia bluebird population is building back up. The nesting sea- 
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son here runs between March 13 and July 23, during which two 
and possibly three broods are hatched. 


“In Georgia,”’ reported Harold Peters, Atlanta-based research 
biologist of the National Audubon Society, “there has been con- 
siderable reduction in bluebird numbers, though not as critical as 
elsewhere. I feel confident the bluebird nesting season here was 
satisfactory due to favorable weather, and this will help restore 
the bluebird population across the nation.” 


MALES HAVE BRILLIANT BLUE BACK 

The bluebird, a thrush, is slightly larger than a sparrow. Blue- 
bird males have a brilliant blue back and rose-colored breast. The 
coloring in the females is much more subdued. 

It breeds in semi-open country, orchards particularly, and 
likes to nest in holes of trees, boxes on fence posts or in bird- 
houses. It breeds from the Gulf of Mexico to Newfoundland.

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Congo Refugees Face 
Future of Uncertainty 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


An Atlanta mother has left 
“a wonderful life’ in the strife- 
torn Belgian Congo to face an 
uncertain future back home. 


When Mrs. Aron Franco and 
her children fled from Elisa- 
bethville, capital of the contro- 
versial Katanga province that 
had been her home for more 
than 13 years, she left behind 
all her household goods, her 
clothes—and her husband. 


Mr. Franco, an executive for 
a wholesale firm in the African 
city, remained behind to con- 
tinue, as much as possible, his 
business affairs. 


“More than anything else 
right now,”’ Mrs. Franco said, 
“IT want to be with my husband. 
At the moment, I know abso- 
lutely nothing about the situa- 
tion in Elisabethville. He may 
send for me tomorrow to join 
him there. Or he may find it 
necessary to flee Elisabethville 
at any hour. It’s impossible for 
us to make any kind of plans. 


UNCERTAINTY IS TERRIBLE 


“It’s simply a matter of wait- 
ing to see what happens. The 
uncertainty of the situation is 
terrible.”’ 


Safely established at the 
home of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Milton Waronker, Mrs. 
Franco is particularly § con- 
cerned with erasing the con- 
fusion from the life of her 
young daughter, Anita. The two- 
year-old blonde charmer speaks 
only French, a language un- 
known to her grandparents. 


“In Elisabethville,"” M r s. 
Franco said, “‘Anita was such 
a happy child! Always laughing 
and singing. She constantly 
pranced about doing what she 
called dancing. 


“Now, she’s so confused, it’s 
really sad. She'll hardly let me 
out of her sight. She can enjoy 
the company of no one, not even 
her grandparents, because they 
don’t speak her language.” 


Her oldest daughter, Marilyn, 
14, came to Atlanta several 
months ago in preparation to at- 
tend high school here. A pretty, 
dark-haired youngster, Marilyn 
speaks French, Flemish, He- 
brew and English. She is cur- 
rently helping her brother, Rob- 
ert, 11, and sister, Lily, 8, with 
their English lessons. 


Mrs. Franco said she’s opti- 
mistic about their future happi- 
ness and believes the children 
will adjust easily to life here. 


DIFFERENT ROLE 


The Atlantan said she'll also 
have to take a different role in 
the management of her house- 
hold affairs. 


“In Elisabethville,”” she ex- 
plained, ‘“‘we had a beautiful, 
five-bedroom home, with living 
room, dining room and terrace. 
But I didn’t have to worry 
about housekeeping chores. I 
was never even in the kitchen 
except to tell our cook what 
foods to prepare.” 


Their 11 servants included a 
“‘wash-boy”’ who was respon- 
sible for all the laundering and 
ironing, a gardner, a cook, a 
housekeeper and a maid. 


“We had a French nurse 
whom the children loved very 
much,” Mrs. Franco - said. 
“They miss her terribly.” 


FAVORITE DISHES 


Not all their food was Ameri- 
can dishes, but such favorites 
as barbecued meats and South- 
ern fried chicken were served 
often. 


“I taught the cook boy to pre- 
pare such foods,” the Atlantan 
explained. “Once he used any 
recipe, he never again had to 
refer to it. 


“That's more than I can do.”’ 
she added with a laugh. “If I 
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cook by a recipe, I have to get 
the book out every time I pre- 
pare the dish.” 


Living expenses, she reports, 
are higher in Elisabethville. 
Food, with the exception of 
meat, is expensive. Fresh fruits 
and vegetables are limited only 
by the price tag: 65 cents for 
a head of lettuce; 85 cents for 
a single peach. 


SMART STYLES 


Shops stock smart styles in 
standard sizes, but perfect-fit- 
ting garments for individuals 
must be made. 


“And it’s expensive to buy 
the miaterial,”” Mrs. Franco 
said. “I sewed for three months 
straight getting Marilyn's 
wardrobe ready for her trip to 
Georgia. She was too tall and 
not wide enough for the dresses 
offered for sale in the stores.”’ 


The Georgian described her 
life in the Congo as ‘“‘gay and 
absolutely wonderful’ until 
the last year. 


WORD FROM CONGO: 


“Aron ‘was always optimis- 
tic,” she declared. ‘He be- 
lieved things would calm down. 
We really weren't too con- 
cerned until the Saturday night 


in July when we heard the guns — 


firing near us.” 


That night — July 9th — the 
mother and her three children 
began their escape from the 
area. They spent two weeks in 
New York, waiting to hear from 
Mr. Franco. 


As much as possible, Mrs. 
Franco refrains from reading 
newspaper accounts of develop. 
ments in the Congo. 


“I prefer to wait until I hear 
it from my husband,” she de- 
clared. 


In a voice suddenly turned 
husky, Mrs. Franco read aloud 
excerpts from the last letter 
she received from her husband. 
The letter, written in French, 
ended on an optimistic note: 


“We are living with hope,” 
Mr. Franco wrote.

Unwritten Laws Ai 


Crimes of Passion 


This is the last, of three 
articles on the changes in 
the status of love under the 


law since women began to 
achieve political and eco- 
nomic equality. 


By BETTY REEF 


NEW YORK (WNS)—While 
women have been losing many 
of their rights to monetary 
damages when their hearts are 
injured, they are gaining con- 
sideration when they kill for 
love. 


Except in Texas, where writ- 
ten law exonerates a man who 
shoots both his wife and her 
lover when he catches them in 
an adulterous act, the ‘“‘crime 
passionel”’ ‘defense is not part 
of our statutes but an inherit- 
ance from European common 
law. 

The enraged man who kills a 
wife who betrays him, the out- 
raged woman who shoots the 
lover who rejects her, can often 
go free in France. They would 
probably pay a penalty for 
lesser crime than murder in 
England, where mercy tempers 
justice. 


PRISON SENTENCES 


And in the United States, 
where psychological science 
delves into the lawbreakers’ 
motives, they would get prison 
sentences rather than exe- 
cution. 

As old as civilization, the 


crime of passion has been inter- 
preted in basically similar 
ways through the ages, as an 
act triggered by overpowering 
emotions. Love and the grief, 
outrage, jealousy it gives rise 
to, are feelings everybody has 
experienced. So juries, judges 
and prosecutors are swayed 
when these are major elements 
in a crime. 

MASS MOVEMENT 


*“‘More and more people are 
committing crimes of passion. 
It seems to be part of a mass 
movement to violence which is 
so great that social agencies 
and courts can't cope with it. 


“Nevertheless, juries won't 
convict a man or woman who 
catches his mate in the act of 
sex relations with another per- 
son and kills on the spot. They 
would consider the person wit- 
nessing such a scene to be 
temporarily insane. 


Unwritten law recognizes the 
right to defend home and mar- 
riage even to the, point of mur- 
der. Even the murderer who 
doesn't see his mate in ‘flag- 


rante dilecto’ but can prove he. 


knew of the adulterous act can 
get a jury on his side.”’ 


If days elapse between the 
discovery and the act of ven- 
geance, however, it becomes 
premeditated murder. Working 
up a wild rage during this pe- 
riod would not be considered 
sufficient excuse. A time lapse 
between the provocation and 
the act makes a genuine crime 
of passion hard to prove. 


Even when such crimes are 
punished, the role played by 
love will elicit mercy from 
judge and jury. 

In April, 1959, an Indianapo- 
lis all-husband jury sentenced 


Connie Nicholas, 45, to a 2-to- 
20-year term for killing her 
lover, Forest Teel, 54. They 


could have meted out the elec- 
tric chair or life imprisonment 
for the shooting. Instead Mrs. 
Nicholas is eligible for parole 
after serving 21 months. 


JILTED MISTRESS 


The jury had heard how Teel, 
a drug company vice president, 
and a married man with a teen- 
age son, had jilted his mistress 
after a 15-year affair to take up 
with a younger love, Laura 
Mowrer, 29. Connie had stalked 
him to Miss Mowrer’s apart- 
ment, waiting outside in his 
car seven hours for him to 
emerge. 


*“‘He roughed me up, hit me 
in the eye. He had never done 
this before,” Mrs. Nicholas 
painfully related. ‘I pulled the 
gun out of my purse. I just in- 
tended to scare him.” 


She killed him, firing several 
shots. Though Teel remained 
conscious for 15 minutes, he re- 
fused to name his murderess. 
Mrs. Nicholas confessed later, 
after recovering from a suicide 
attempt which paralized . her 
arm. 


The jury understood her ac- 
tion as a killing “‘in the heat of 
passion,”” an uncontrollable ac- 
tion any woman might take un- 
der similar provocation. 


WON’T ACCEPT LOGIC 


Mr. Lowenthal said that to 
win mercy, a_ violent action 
must be that of a reasonable 
person. “But if his action is ab- 
normal, or if he takes his anger 
out on some other person, such 
as a mother, sister, or relative, 
the jury won't accept the logic 
of the situation, and he is in 
serious trouble,” he said. 


“With a good defense, he 


shoots the betrayer of his daugh- 


someone she dearly loves—this 
is the type of crime that usually 
gets mercy.” 


Some legal authorities : dis- 
agree with Mr. Lowenthal, who 
gives an attorney’s view. They 
hold that the person commit- 
ting a crime of passion in this 
country almost always pays a 
penalty, though it will be less 
severe than for other types of 
crime. The charge of murder, 
for instance, will be reduced to 
voluntary manslaughter. 


WIDENED SCOPE 

Even among the British, with 
their “subtle and methodical 
balances and processes of Eng- 
lish law,”’ recent changes in the 
law of murder have widened 
the scope of the advocate and 
the jury, according to a report 
last summer by P. A. G. Rawl- 
inson in the British “Solicitors 
Journal.” 

In the meantime, the liberal 
French seem to be tightening 
up their attitudes toward the 
crime passione]. 


Marc Ancel, a judge of 
France’s Supreme Court, has 
reported that this kind of crime 
is losing its glamor in the 
French eyes. Since 1945, when 
women began to sit on French 


juries, the decisions—contrary 
to expectation—have been more 
severe. Acquittals have been 
rarer. 


DEFENDING OWN SEX 

Judge Ancel theorized that 
this may be due to the fact that 
crimes of passion are commit- 
ted more often by men than by 
women, so women may thus be 
only defending their own sex. 


Acquittals occur, and light 
sentences are still given, hew- 
ever. As in other western lands, 
eloquence of counsel can sway 
juries to return verdicts which 
strain the law or even run coun- 
ter to it, he reported. Or a psy- 
chiatrist diagnoses ‘‘deminished 
responsibility’’ because the ac- 
cused is either mentally ill or 
obsessed. Or perhaps the crimi- 
nal has such handicaps as an 
unhappy childhood, a physical 
defect, poverty. Perhaps he has 
given his all to one who betrays 
him. Juries then tend to -feel he 
has paid enough already and 
deserves compassion. 


American juries are moved 
by similar sympthies. Oc- 
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casionally judges themselves 
may be. As the late Judge John 
Parker of the Third U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals once put it, in 
an unguarded, off-the-bench 
comment: 

TWO ISSUES 


“There are two issues in a 
murder trial. Did the deceased 
deserve to die? And was the 
defendant the man to do it?’’ 


“As a general rule for crimes 
of passion, don’t wait around 
too long,”’ is the satiric advice 
of Dr. Monrad Paulsen of the 
Columbia University Law School. 


“People who take the time to 
cool off after they’ve been done 
wrong, and then decide to get 
even, are branded cold-blooded 
murderers rather than hot-blood- 
ed avengers. Instead of a lesser 
sentence, they'll get the book 
thrown at them,” he warned.

Stengel virtually stated that Baltimore was the club to beat 
for the pennant. ‘‘They’ve got pitching and defense and fellas 
hitting the ball, what more do you want?”’ he said.

“They've got six players doing tremendous jobs for them now who 
weren't with the club last year. They've been getting great pitching.”’ 


Continuing a season-long habit of looking like champions and 
chumps on alternate days, the Chisox flubbed an opportunity to 
grab the lead. The Yankees obviously were in a generous mood 
Monday night when the Chisox flogged Whitey Ford and Ralph 
Terry for 13 hits and a 9-1 triumph. As Stengel duly noted only 
one ball hit the fence, but the lax Yankee defense encouraged the 
Chisox to keep scoring. 


—Chisox Spoiled the Fireworks 


As a result of the triumph Chicago moved within a half length 
of first place, a terrific comeback by a club which had trailed by 
eight games and resided in fifth place on June 19. Showing due 
appreciation, 48,408 customers turned out Tuesday night to watch 
their heroes march into the penthouse. 


The largest crowd to cram Comiskey Park since 1957 whooped 
and hollered as Gene Freese powered a three-run homer in the fifth 
to provide burly Early Wynn with a 4-2 advantage. Freese’s blast 
off Bob Turley set the stage for pandemonium and fireworks. 


Bill Veeck’s $300,000 scoreboard erupted and filled the dark 
sky with a bright glow. It’s the Fourth of July at Comiskey every 
time a Chisox player belts a homer, but this was a very special 
homer requiring additional fireworks. 


Everyone in the park except the dazed Turley, who kept his 
eyes focused on the ground, watched the stupendous show. A few 
minutes later a Chicago fan still aglow romped on the field and 
interrupted a conversation between Mickey Mantle and Yogi Berra, 
who was operating in left field. He was convinced by seven husky 
ushers, however, that the Yankees didn’t need an additional out- 
fielder. After kneeling in front of Mantle twice, the gentleman was 
reluctantly lugged off the diamond. 


Stengel, who had waved sparklers from the dugout when a 
Yankee homered in the last series, didn’t get to strike a match. 
He didn’t need to, for the Yankees won the second game by scor- 
ing three runs on one hit in the eighth. 


Moose Skowron’s home run off Herb Score in the second 
inning got the Yankees off on the right foot in the finale wit- 
nessed by 48,109 fans Wednesday afternoon. The record turnout 
for a weekday afternoon game at Comisky Park boosted the 
attendance meter for the three games to 144,840 paid. But the 
Sox were too unhappy to enjoy their financial success. This 
was a series Lopez’ men had to win, and they lost it. 


Score served up some tremendous pitching in an attempt to 
salvage the last game.

Grba pitched 
to only one batter, but Shantz came on and struck out Joe Ginsberg 
with the bases loaded to put down the only major Chisox threat. 


“As I've said before, it’s hard to figure out our club,”’ de- 
pressed Al Lopez said later. ‘We'll look great for a few games, 
then we'll play like amateurs.”’ 


And that’s why the Chisox have bounced up and down the A. L. 
standings. 


Lopez and his men have a very important factor going for 
them in the schedule from here out. They play the Yankees 
and Baltimore four more games. Meanwhile, the Yankees and 
Orioles clash on nine occasions. Then, too, the Yankees have 
eight games in four days with Cleveland and Detroit near the 
end of the line. 


With nine games on the docket, it’s easy to understand why 
the Chisox are vitally interested in what Stengel intends to do 
about the onrushing Orioles.

The Forest Service will 
fine its responsibility to man- 
aging the forest, cooperating ‘“‘in 
every way possible in the promo- 
tion and welfare of game and 
fish.” 


The agencies also dealt spe- 
cifically with several points of 
past conflict, one of the main 
ones of which has been the

PHILADELPHIA W — Wilt 
(The Stilt) Chamberlain, bow- 
ing to what he described as 
the wishes of his fans and his 
racé, today changed his mind 
about quitting the National 
Basketball Association and 
signed a three-year contract 
reputed to make him the high- 
est paid athlete in sports. 


Eddie Gottlieb, owner of the 
Warriors, said he enticed Cham- 
berlain from his last March 
retirement with a contract, in- 
cluding fringe benefits, that 
‘“‘we feel makes him the highest 
paid athlete in sports today.” 


Chamberlain, 7-foot, 1-inch 
Negro who reportedly earned 
in excess of $60,000 from the 
Warriors last year, explained 
his decision to play again in the 
NBA this way: 


“My original decision to quit 
the NBA was mine alone. How- 
ever, after discussing the mat- 
ter with leaders of my race, 
friends and my family, I real- 
ized that it.was a bigger de- 
cision than mine alone. Every- 
one felt it would be better for 
me and I could do more good 
for my race if I played rather 
than if I retired.” 


Chamberlain, who last March 
announced he was quitting be- 
cause he was tired of being 
roughed up by opposing play- 
ers, went on: 


“I received letters from peo- 
ple all over the United States 
asking me to reconsider. Some 
were Warrior fans, some were 
NBA fans. Some were just tele- 
vision fans in places like Cali-

Chamberlain, recently back 
from Europe where he toured 
wita the Harlem Globetrotters, 
said that “even in Europe...

“The decision for a_ three- 
year contract was mine alone. 
It was made to assure every- 
one that I won’t make and re- 
make decisions at the end of 
each season.” 


The giant Philadelphian said 
the contract assured him se- 
curity and relieved him of any 
worries. 


In order for Chamberlain to 
be the highest paid athlete in 


sports this year, his salary would 
have to be more than the $85,- 
000 reportedly earned by Willie 
Mays of The San Francisco 
Giants, highest paid player in 
major league baseball. Ted Wil- 
liams, who is said to receive 
a base pay of $65,000, has a 
bonus arrangement that could 
net him more than $85,000. Wil- 
liams reportedly received $125,- 
000 in 1956, the highest ever in 
major league baseball. 


Chamberlain announced he 
was quitting the NBA after the 
Warriors’ elimination from the 
playoffs last March by the Bos- 
ton Celtics. He said he felt he 
had been the victim of rough- 
ing up tactics. He said other 
clubs were using an _ illegal 
zone defense against him, gang- 
ing up on him.

Good Health 


Water Is the Precious Fluid of Life 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Can you 
give a little dissertation on the 
effeets of drinking good water 
daily? How much, etc.? 

—E. C. W. 


For ordinary purposes, I’d be 
inclined to say perhaps consti- 
pation is the most prevalent prob- 
lem stemming from not drinking 
enough water. At any rate, time 
and again I have known people 
to find constipation relieved as 
soon as they finally were con- 
vinced they ought to drink more 
water. This is often true of older 
people. Perhaps a good many of 
them, annoyed by frequent uri- 
nation, try to compensate by not 
drinking enough. Well, they still 
need plenty of water if they are 
; 


to have their bodies operate ef- 
ficiently and avoid illness and de- 
generation. 


Water, which makes up 70 per 
cent of the weight of the body, is 
an absolutely essential ingredient 
of the body.’ This is in spite of 
the fact that water contains no 
calories, no nutrition. 


What does the water do? Well, 
it makes up a large part of the 
blood. Blood in turn carries nu- 
trition to the billions of cells in 
the body and picks up waste mat- 
ter and carries it away. 


Water in addition provides the 
flow of urine, which disposes of 
waste products which have been 
picked up by the blood stream 
and then filtered out by the kid- 
neys. 


Water is the fluid which is the 
vehicle for all the other body 
fluids such as, for example, bile 
which we need for digestion, De- 
prived of water, the body dries 
up and dies. The body, drawing 
on its own stored fat, can sur- 
vive for weeks, sometimes, with- 
out food. It can go no more than 
a few days without water. 


The essential reason a person 
dies when deprived of water is 
that he cannot get rid of the 
waste products or poisons which 
eccumulate from the processes of 
living—just as a fire dies when 
choked by its own ashes. 


The skin ‘by perspiration) will 
give off a pint of water in a day 
—and a couple of quarts or even

of water. For a rough estimate, 


you probably should have five or 
six glasses (or cups) of things 


you drink, rather than eat, every

Touring the sound stages I 
wandered among hotel rooms, 
night clubs, restaurants and 
other interior settings so typi- 
cal of the Capone era in Chi- 
cago.

This realism, this dedication 
on the part of the production 
crew to avoid anachronisms in 
clothing, autos, yes, everything, 
has accounted for the unprece- 
dented popularity of The Un- 
touchables.

Linda and John never tire of 
exploring new dishes and rec- 
ipes in the wonderful cooking 
fantasyland.. Since chocolate is 
their favorite flavor, the little 
cooks are always demanding 
chocolate pudding and  cup- 
cakes. 


BUSY MOTHER 


When Mary Jo, their mother, 
is busy in her kitchen prepar- 
ing a meal, John can often be 
found nearby stirring ingredi- 
ents and sampling, while Linda 
is busy moving the high chair 
from one end of the kitchen to 
the other. 


Great aunts may be blamed 
or credited for the kitchen in- 
terest developed in the small 
minds, and Mrs. John Gibson 
is responsible for much of the 
interest developed in Linda.

1 tsp. cloves 1 tsp. cinnamon 


Wash cucumbers and slice into rings. Put lime into two gallons 
of water. Soak 24 hours and stir occasionally after soaking. Rinse 
in cold water and soak for 4 hours, changing the water every hour. 
Drain well. Mix vinegar with sugar and add spices tied in a bag 
and let vinegar come to a boil. Pour over cucumbers and let stand 
overnight.

COOL SUMMER CHERRY CHEESE PIE 
Tasty Treat Gets Finishing Touch from Refrigerator

Foods vary in the amount of 
monosodium glutamate needed 
to enhance their flavor because 
there is a wide variation in the

amount of natural glutamate 
they contain. Monosodium glu- 
tamate is a by-product of the 
beet-sugar and cereal-milling in- 
dustries in the United States. 
It was developed originally as 
a food flavor enhancer in the 
Orient and is sold under various 
trade names for home and 
commercial uses in this coun- 
try. 


ODORLESS 


It has no odor or color and 
when properly used, it adds no 
taste of its own, but empha- 
sizes the natural flavor of foods 
to which it is added. 


Just as foods naturally con- 
tain sugar, salt and starch, they 
contain valuable protein ele- 
ments called amino acids. One 
of these is called glutamate, a 
term which includes glutamic 
acid and all of its salts. Most 
foods contain natural glutamate, 
but not enough for the average 


person to fully appreciate their 
flavor. 


Orient Originated Flavor Enhancer 


Chicken broth and pork sau- 
sage, for example, are low in 
natural glutamate, so that the 
beneficial flavor effects of 
added glutamate can be easily 
detected. In contrast, peas, to- 
matoes and pastes made from 
poultry livers contain relatively 
large amounts of natural glu- 
tamate, so improved flavor 
from adding monosodiym glu- 


tamate to these foods is less 
noticeable. 


Adding glutamate te fried 
chicken, pork sausage, and 
turkey a la king that has been 
frozen and stored at 10 to 20 
degrees F, neither reduced the 
rate at which off-flavors devel- 
oped nor masked any off-flavors. 
NO LOSS 

There is no loss of glutamate 
during the canning process, and 
its effect on flavor is the same 
whether it is added before or 
after canning. Adding before 


canning distributes it more uni- 
formly through the food. 


Monosodium glutamate makes 
no attempt to disguise or re- 
deem inferior food, giving good 
food a chance to be tasted at 
its best.
